Many persons became bewildered and 


exhausted during the blizzard yester- 
day 'and last night, and fell into snow 
drifts. 
Two score or more persons 


were picked up partly or wholly un- 
conscious, and there are many serious 
cases of frost bites. 


The only sign a rescuer had of 'one 


woman whom he dragged unconscious 
'rom a snow drift was a bunch of 
feathers sticking out of the snow. 
To-da.y a large force was at work, 


under the direction of the district gov- 
ernment, clearing a way through the 
streets, and those gangs as well as the 
police had orders to search all large 
drifts for unfortunates. 


It is thought: likely that a number of 


deaths, due directly or indirectly to 
the storm, will be reported in the city 
and vicinity before the week is out. 


The river is frozen clear to its mouth, 


and the ice is covered with a heavy 
coating of snow. It will be some time 
before communication can be had with 
the many small 
hamlets along 
the 


shore, where much suffering will 
be 


occasioned by the storm. 
The prices of necessary supplies of 


fuel and food have risen greatly, and 
much suffering is reported among the 
poor. The charitable organizations are 
doing all they can to relieve this state

CALIFORNIA'S WATERS AND 


FORESTS. 


CALIFORNIA'S Waters and Forests 


All credit should be accorded, and 


will be accorded, to Governor Gage for 
the hospitality which he extended to 
the special committee of the California 
.Water and Forest Society. He exhib- 
ited and expressed profound interest in 
the representations lately made to him 
.on behalf o£ that outgrowth of the re- 
cent Miner's Convention. A meeting 
which our busy Governor accorded that 
committee, intended to last fifteen min- 
utes, lasted five times that period, and 
then closed with the Governor asking 
them to remain and further elaborate 
their plans. 
He promised his hearty 


support to the purposes of the com- 
mittee and its society and the sending 
of a special message to the Legislature, 
if need be, advocating the legislation 
for .which they asked. 


The contemplated legislation provides 


for the appointment of n Commissioner 
of Irrigation, to co-operate with tho 
ITnited States Geological Survey in sur- 
veys and estimates of cost of reservoirs 
for storing flood waters for irrigation, 
mining and industrial purposes. While 
this Commissioner will receive no sal- 
ary, he will distribute an appropria- 
tion of ?10,000, on the approval of the 
State Board of Examiners, with the 
understanding that the United States 
Geological Survey 
shall 
expend 
an 


cciual sum for the same end. 


Another provision of this legislation 


is the appointment of a commission for 
the purpose of devising means to pre- 
serve the forests-'of the- State from de- 
struction by -fires and wanton depreda- 
tion, and stipulating that until this 
commission shall have reported to tho 
Governor no legislative action shall be 
taken toward the acceptance of ths 
proposed donation by Congress of a 
million acres of arid lands.
